Each 
member  of  this  committee 
rated  the  individual  apart- 
ments on  a scale  of  0 to  4,  a 0 
indicating  satisfacotry  con- 
ditions and  a 4 signifying 
major  disrepair.  The  five 
figures  were  then  averaged  to 
determine  an  apartment's 
rating.  A rating  of  1 means 
each  student  in  an  apartment 
is  to  receive  a $25  credit 
rebate,  a rating  of  2,  $50,  and  so 
on.  At  a meeting  of  the  Student 
Life  Commission  this  past 
Monday,  Dr.  Roswell  related 
the  committee's  findings. 

The  group  inspected  27 
apartments,  of  which  only  nine 
were  given  ratings  of  more 
than  0.  Six  apartments  were

The  President  of  the  Senate 
has  the  Constitutional  right  to 
appoint  all  “Ad  Hoc’’  com- 
mittees. The  Constitution 
Committee  was  established  as 
such  and  a majority  of  its 
members  popularly  elected 
Mr.  O Hare  on  the  basis  of  his 
qualifications  and  un- 
derstanding of  Constitutional 
Law.  Robert's  Rules  of  Order 
and  the  present  Student 
Government  Consititution.  I 
am  not.  of  course,  contending 
that  this  Senate  does  not  have 
the  power  to  regulate  com- 
mittee membership,  however, 
in  this  instance,  the  regulation 
has  not  been  directed  towards 
the  general  question  of  com- 
mittee composition,  but  rather 
it  has  been  aimed  at  one  in- 
dividual - Bill  O'Hare.  It  is  my 
opinion  that  Bill  O'Hare  has 
successfully  fulfilled  his  role  as 
chairman  and  spokesman  of 
the  Constitution  Committee. 
Against  his  wishes  he  has  been 
enveloped  by  the  insane  per- 
sonality conflicts  of  Student

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Government  and  now  faces 
criticism  based  primarily  upon 
his  views  not  his  performance. 

In  recent  debate  over  the 
present  Budget  Committee, 
Bill  O'Hare  represented  the 
opinion  of  the  Constitution 
Committee  while  the 
representative  of  the  Budget 
Committee  was  overshadowed 
and  outspoken  by  his  coun- 
terpart Mr.  Huber,  who  ob- 
tained the  floor  through  the 
courtesy  of  several  of  my 
colleagues  thereby  allowing 
him  to  dominate  debate.

Regretfully,  this  statement 
may  offend  the  responsible 
members  of  this  body  - this  is 
not  my  intent.  Rather,  I am 
appealing  to  those  senators 
who  have  failed  to  fulfill  their 
responsibilities.  Hopefully,  this 
move  on  my  part  will  help 
generate  the  role  of  a 
“Responsible  Senate.”

The  proposed  Budget  of  the 
Nixon  Administration,  if 
passed  in  its  present  form,  will 
have  serious  effect  on  those 
students  now  receiving  aid 
through  federal  programs. 

In  response  to  GREY- 
HOUND inquiry,  Mr. 
O’Niell,  Director  of  the  Office 
of  Financial  Aid  prepared  the 
following  statement,  ex- 
plaining the  Budget’s  proposal 
and  its  implications  for  Loyola 
students: 

FINANCIAL  AID 

Approximately  53.1%  of  all 
students  in  the  Loyola  Day 
Division  receive  financial  aid 
in  some  form  either  through 
college  or  outside  sources.  The 
majority  of  these  students 
receive  funds  from  the  three 
traditional  Federal  Student 
Aid  Programs  - The  National 
Direct  Student  Loan,  College- 
Work  Study  and  Educational 
Opportunity  Grant  programs, 
administered  by  the  Office  of 
Financial  Aid  with  funds 
allocated  by  the  Office  of 
Education,  HEW.
